DEMANDING PROBE 


ON TREATY LEAK 


(By Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON — The 


president's message trans- 
mitted through the 
White 


House and read by Senator 
Hitchcock, when the foreign 
relations committee .met to-- 
day follows: 


''Please convey to Senator' 


Hitchcock: 


"I am heartily glad that 


you have demanded' an in- 
vestigation with'regard to 
the possession of texts of the 
treaty by unauthorized per- 
sons. I have felt that it was 
highly undesirable officially 
to communicate the text of a 
document which is still in ne- 
gotiations and subject to 
change. Any one who has 
possession of the official En- 
glish text has what he .is 
clearly not entitled to have 
or to communicate. I have 
felt in honor bound to act in 
the same spirit and in the 
same way as the representa- 
tives of the other great pow- 
ers in this matter and am 
confident that my fellow 
countrymen will not expect 
me to break faith.with.them.

Wisconsin has had. a minimum 


wage law for women -and children 
since 1213, but no^minimum wage 
scale has been actually established 
to date.. No\y a petition is pending 
before ..the; industrial, -commission 
from the. Wisconsin Federation of 
"Labor, the • Consumers'- .League of 
Wisconsin, and -the Central. Council 
of 'Social Agencies of Milwaukee, 
asking it to-establish a minimum 
wage scale for all women and minor 
employes in the state, as is required 
by law. 


Upon the filing of this petition the 


commission appointed an advisory 
wage board, from a list of Hamas 
nominated by the principal brgaii- 
izations of employers aad employes 
of the state. 


The advisory wage board held its 


final meeting at the offices of the in-.: 
dustrial commission today. 
It de- 


cided to recommend to the industrial 
commission that it make a finding 
that the living wage of women iii 
this state at present is not less than 
22%c per hour. It has also recom- 
mended, however, that this living 
wage be reached in three stages. On 
and after July 1, 1919, the minimum 
wage to be established, by Jaw, for 
all experienced women and minor 
employes is to be 19V>c per hour. 
On and after Jan. 1, 1920, this mini- 
mum wage is to be 20 %c per hour; 
and on and after Jan. 1, 1921. the 
scale is to 22 Uc pdr hour.

type of smallpox may be contracted 
from mild cases, it 
becomes the 


duty of the health authorities and

n doubt as to the nature of the dis- 
ease, snch cases should be handled 
the same as smallpox, because a 
large percentage of the mild cases 
of this modified .type, disagnosed as 
chickenpox, eczema, etc., are true 
smallpox, and should be so consid- 
ered." . 
It has been 
demonstrated

world over, according to further 
statements from the state 
board, 
that one having a recent successful 
vaccination can live in a smallpox 
hospital, wait <m the sick, breattie 
the disease laden air of the sick 
room, and escape taking the disease. 


"More than this can not be said 


for smallpox itself." *ays the board. 
"While a person vaccinated • years 
before exposure may take smallpox, 
it will be in a modified form and 
rarely fatal. 
Smallpox never pre- 
vails in a wrll vaccinated commun- 
ity. In the XI. S. army, where vac- 
cination is compulsory, smallpox has 
been a negligible quantity.
